These 
returns to the rule ni si to show cause why 
the prisoners were held in custody had just 
come in to-day. The solicitor-general of the 
United States, Hon. Samuel F. Phillips, has 
been very accommodating in the matter, and 
has afforded Judge Tompkins every opportun- 
ity to have the case brought to a speedy hear- 
At the opening of court to-day, the case 
was called and the chief justice, expressing a 
desire to have the whole record in print, it 
was set for to-morrow. The brief of the solici- 
tor-general has been filed, and it concedes all 
the grounds in favor of the petitioners that 
were taken against them by the United 
S:ates attorney in the court below, and puts 
the right of the government to indict and 
punisa the petitioners upon a section 
of the federal constitution not relied upon 
vefore Judge McCay.. Judge Tompkins has 
orepared an amendment to his brief cover 
ing the new grounds taken by the counsel for 
the government here, and will have 1t before 
the court to-morrow. This is a practical 
abandenment on the part of the government 
of the grounds suo confidently relied upon by 
District Attorney Emory Speer in Atlanta, 
authoriz ng the conviction. The grounds 
taken by the solicitor-general of the United 
States may be briefly stated’in language fiom 
his brief: “‘Toe question seems to be whether, 
as regards the persons qualified to vote for 
members of congres is,the United Staies can 
protect freedom of thought and action in 
voting from Violation, and consequently from 
destruction by force.’’ He says further on 
in the investigation of how the federal gov- 
ernmenutis to compass this end: “I shall 
omit any reference to the race and color of 
he voter whose injury constitutes the 
alleged crime. submit that 
these circumstances, end therefore 
the allegations as to them may be regarded 
as superfluous,’ These new developments 
fompkin is preparing to meet when 
the case comes up to-morrow. He says tha 
wis perfectly confident what the decision 
uught to be, but. cannot tell what it wall be.

EMORY SPEER CONFIRMED. 

While in executive session the senate con- 
firmed the nomination of Emory Speer to be 
United States district attorney for the north- 
ern district of Georgia. Thedebate upon the 
subject was a long one, the question having 
been raised based upon the fact that the 
vacancy was created while Mr. Speer was a 
member of congress. Some partisanship was 
displayed in the discussion, but the senators 
upon both sides yoted for confirmation.

In the house, Mr. Bisbee of Florida, from 
the judiciary committee, reported a bill for 
the appointment of clerks of the circuit and 
district couris in the southern district: of 
Georgia.

A bill was passed for the appointment of 
clerks for the circuit and district courts for 
the southern district of Georgia.

Young, of Tennessee, chairman of the com- 
mittee on public buildings, reported a reso- 
lution requesting the secretary of war to re- 
move certain documents now stored in one 
of the rooms of the capitol, and designated 
the room so vacated for the use of the com- 
mittee on rivers and harbors Mr. Young 
explained that if the resolution were not 
adopted it would become necessary to secure 
accommodations outside the capitol, A sub- 
stitute for this was adopted, assigning to the 
river and harbor committee the room now 
occupied by Mr. Ciark of the house.

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YOUNG NUTT ACQUITTED. 


The ®laytng of Dukes Upheid by a Jury—The Effect 
ofthe Verdict. 

PrittspurG, January 22.—As early as seven 
oblock this morning all entrances to the 
courthouse were besieged by acrowd far ex- 
ceeding jn numbers the attendance on any 
dey How thetrial began. The doors opened 
at nine o'clock this morning and blocks of 
people wedged. into the narrow passage way, 
#ud moved slowly upstairs and soon filled 
the courtroom. Promptly at 9:30 Judge 
Stowe ordered the court opened 
and tae _ prisoner was escorted to 
his seat in the rear of his counsel, He was 
earefuliy dressed, but his face gave evidence 
of a mental strain to which be has been sub- 
jected. He had slept but little last night. At 
9:37 the jury filed in, andas they seated 
themselves the silence that prevailed was 
oppressive. After answering to their names 
the judge said: ‘Gentlemen of the jury, 
have you decided upon a verdict?” 
They replied: 

‘*We bave.”’ 

The couri—''Prisoner at the bar,

Nutt, who was very weak and much affect- 

ted, attempted to rise to his feet. but had to 

be assisted by one of the court oflicers. 

“Gentlemen, what is your verdict,’’ asked 
the court, to which the foreman replied: 

“Not guilty, on account of insanity at the 
time the act was com mitted.”’ 

The crowd, which with difficulty had been 
restrained during the day gave vent to its 
feelings of approval in loud. cheers, 
which the immense crowd on the outside 
look wp and answered back, and anothe? 
cheer went up from those inside. Finally 
order was restored, and the judge remanded 
James Nutt to jail until to-morrow, when, in 
accordance with the motion of his counsel, a 
committee will examine him as to his present 
mental condition. Nutt was taken back to 
hiscell. Mrs. Nutt and Miss Lizzie were not 
present. ‘They remained at the residence of 
Mayor Brown, where the glad tidings were 
quickly conveyed to them. 

The hearing as to the menta! condition of 
James Nutt will take place at 9 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. Several experts will be 
examined, and his counsel express them- 
selves as confident that he will be released. 
The hearing is necessary to satisfy the court 
that he is a proper person to be at large. 
The Jawon the subject is very clear, and 
provides that when a person is acquitted of 
any olfense by reason of insanity, the jury 
shall so declare, and that the court shall have

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PRESIDENT MAKING. 


MOVEMENTS IN THE DIFFERENT 
STATES FOR THE COMING FALL, 


Comparing Randall’s Strength at Home—A Payne- 
Hoadly-Bookwalter Scheme—New York Indi- 
cations—Topics From Texas— Preferences 
in Arkans s—Political News, Btc. 


Wasuincron, January 22.—A careful dis- 
patch from Harrisburg says it is probable that 
Randall will have the united support of the 
Pennsylvania delegation in the democratic 
convention, although the democratic leaders 
will not push him as a candidate, owing to 
the division of the party upon the tariff line. 
The old fight between Wallace and Randall 
has been temporarily discontinued, and the 
Wallace men admit that it is a square fight 
before the people. ‘‘We shall send,” said a 
very prominent democrat, ‘‘a delegation of 
strong men. They will be supporters cf Ran- 
dall, but they will feel that a vigorous effort 
to secure his nomination would only put the 


two wings of the party further apart.’’ 

A clever programme is now sketched out as 
the outcome ot the conference bere this week 
of Oliver H. Payne, Chairman Paigeand W. 
C. Whitney. Influences are at once to be set 
at work for the nomination of Henry B. 
Payne for president. His election is of course 
part of the programme, after which he is to 
throw his influence for Hoadly’s election to 
the senate by the legisiature next winter, and 
then the combined influence of tbe adminis- 
tration and Hoadly will make bvokwalter 
governor at last. 

The New York Times publishes a collection 
of statements from members of the legislature 
intended to give a reflection of the feeling 
among the people of the state in regard to 
presidential candidates. There is no special 
tendency toward enthusiasm in any direction. 
Edmunds leads on the republican side with 
six to Arthur's three, aud one each for Blaine 
Soerman, General Sherman and Lincoln. 

Among democrats Tilden leads with ten, 
followed by Cleveland two, Fiower two and 
one each fur Slocum, Randall and Morrison. 
Ten members had no. choice, one wanted a 
western man, and the balance were for any 
good nominee. Itis noteworthy that oniy 
one republican demanded a high tariff man 
for his candidate. 

THURMAN A FAVORITE IN TEXAS, : 

An extensive canvass in both branches of 
the Texas legislature has just been made for 
the purpose of ascertaining definitely the 
views held upon political topics of national 
interest. It is believed the expressions ob- 
tained voices tae Texas sentiment as accu- 
rately as would astate convention. Out of 
the entire list not more than ten are opposed 
to free trade, and all admit that 

a radical revision of the tariff is neces- 
sary. Out of the twenty-eight senators four- 
teen are in favor of the nomination of Thur- 
man, six isin favor of McDonald, two are for 
rilden, two have no choice, and Morrison, 
Wade Hampton, Coke and Weaver have one 
follower each. Inthe house out of. eighty- 
five interviewed fhurman has 44, McVonaid 
14, Tilden 13, Morrison 4, Bayard 3, Arthur 3, 
and General Hancock, Carlisie, Hendricks 
and Biaine one each. Of course those re- 
corded for Arthur and Biaine are repubi:icans, 
while the senator quoted as favoring Weaver 
is a greenbacker. This shows. that Texas 
is pretty strong in favor of Thur- 
man, and ic is safe to say that a 
delegation adv'caling his nomination will be 
sent to the next national democratic conven- 
tion. The ‘‘old ticket’? sentiment is very 
weak, though Mr. Tilden bas many personal 
admirers. Next to Taurman, McDonald or 
Morrison seem to be the strongest. In fact, 
itcan be said that Morrison is the second 
choice of a majorityof the Thurman men. 
lor vice-president there is a strong sentiitnent 
in favor of Reagan, though many think tbat 
a ticket composed of Thurman for president, 
and Cleveland, Hewitt, or Kernau, of New 
York, Stoneman of Calliornia, or Bayard of 
Delaware, wouid bea winning combina'ion. 
Neither Reagdn nor Jobn Hancock 
t.oned as a first choice for the presidency. 

PREFERENCKS IN ARKANSAS 

A wide diversity of opiuiun is expressed 
in Arkansas regarding the chances ard avail- 
ability%of the various men who have veen 
mentioned in connection with the presidency. 
In republican ranks opinion. in this respect is 
by no means unanimous.

Prince Victer Aunounces That Ho WI! Servo His 
Oountry-Foreigu Notes. 

Dusty, January 22—An immense con- 
course of peasantry assembled to-day at Derry- 
bog, county Donegal, the birthplac® of Pat- 
rick O’Donneil, the slayer of James Carey,and 
arsisted in the celebration of mass for the re- 
pose of the soul of O'Donnell. After the 
mass, a mock funeral was held and a coffin 
was placed in the O'Donnell burying plot,the 
peopie kneeling in prayer around 
the grave. Wrea'hs of  immortelles 
were » placed on the coffin 
upon which was the inscription: ‘“‘Sacred to 
the memory of Patrick O’Donne!!, executed 
at London, 17th of December, 1883.” Thirty- 
five pounds sterling were subscribed toward 
a fund to create a monument to O'Donnell, 
A resolution was passed thanking the Amer- 
icans for their assistance, and to Victor Hugo 
for his advocating the cause of Ireland. 

THE MARQUIS TSENG EXPLAINS, 

Paris, January 22 —Prime Minister Ferry 
recently wrote a letter to the Chinese charge 
d’affaires in Paris, asking if the letter of 
Marquis Tseng, Chinese ambassador, to the 
Herr Fleyscher, editor of the Deutsche 
Review, of Breslau, was au- 
bhentic, In the  Jetter referred to 
Tseng said that if the French threat to exact 
a war indemnity is seriously meant, it is at 

resent somewhat premature, for despite the 
all of Sontay, China is far from thinking that 
she is on the road to Sedan. M, Ferry has re- 
ecived the following reply: ‘‘The editor of the 
Deuigche Review, of Breslau, wrote on several 
occasions to Marquis Tseng, ask- 
ing to he furnished with in- 
formation with regard to matters in 
Tonquin, and the Marquis Tseng replied, 
through his secretary, while excepting gener- 
ai responsibility for the ideas expressed in the 
letter, the charge d’affairs states that the 
Marquis Tseny 1s unable to be answerable 
for the use made of it by the direction of the 
Deutsche Review, asthe le:ter merely gave 
information without any particular signifi- 
cance. The Marquis Tseng never thought 
tbat the letter would be made public, or that 
its coniepis would be imparted to 
Count Von Hatsfeit, German minister of for- 
eign affairs, and he was therefore unable to 
foresee that the French papers would interpret 
the letter as dn cifense. The charge d’affairs 
states to M. Ferry that the Marquis Tsenz is 
obliged to support the government of China 
With energy, but is always careful to observe 
proper conductas an ambassador, especially 
in apy alilusioms that he may make to the 
powers to which he is accredited.

AN IMPECUNIOUS PRINCE 

Paris, Janusry 22—I have just heard a 
strange story, but from a source so authentic 
that 1 can not refrain from sending it, though 
I decline persona! responsibility. When a few 
months ago Prince Victor was begged to put 
himself at the head of the Victoriens presided 
over by M. Paul de Cassagnac, he answer- 
ed: ‘My father allows me 6,000 francs a 
year. I cannot live on that. Give me 50,000 
francs and lam your man. In all haste.’’ 
fhe Empress Lugenia was sounded and then 
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the Princess Clou!de, Victor’s mother, and 
even Uncle Humbert, King of ltaly, was ap- 
pealed to, allin vain.

THE EVACUATION OF KHARTOUM. 

Lonpon, January 22.—A Times dispatch 
from Khartoum says that no order for the 
evacuation of that place, has yet been given, 
nor is it known that such an order is contem- 
plated. The total number of soldiers in Khar- 
toum aggregates 6,100, of which 2 000 are 
Chaggias, who are known to obe_ dis- 
affected. The black troops are also unreliable, 
and the whole garrison is ina state of de- 
moralizition on account of the long arrears 
of pay. There are only two small steamers 
which can navigate the river to Berbier, and 
it isevident that the evacuation of Khartoum 
would take months to accomplish. Mean- 
while the rebels are daily increasing at all 
points south of the town. It is also reported 
cbat a number of rebels are coming in the 
direction of Khartoum from the west. 

WORK IN SCOTLAND. 

ABERDEEN, Scotland, January 22 —The 
master shipbuilders of this city have notified 
their employes that their wages are to be re- 
duced ten percent.

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| THE TRADE PROSPECT. 


THE GLOOMY OUTLOOK FOR THE 
WORKINGMEN 


The News ofthe First Three Weeks of the Year in 
Regardto Trade and Wages—Strikes . Pending 
and Reductions Coming The Extent ef 
the Depression in the Country. 


New York, January 22.—The World pub- 
lishes some interesting facts in regard to the 
trade prospects, The first weeks of the year 
generally bring dull times to manfacturers 
and tradespeople, but the first two weeks of 
this year have been unusually full of trouble 
a strike caused by redaction of wages or the 
suspension of some establishment having 
been reported nearly every day. It is esti 
mated that during this period there have 
been at least twenty thousand men 
outof employment,the majority of whom 
have not yet resumed work. On Januaryla 
10 per cent reduction in the wages of miners 
in the  Clearfieli coal region of 
Pennsylvania was ordered, It was accepted. 
On January 11 the men employed by 
the Arrow, Knickerbocker and Wolfe ice 
companies, New York, refused to work ata 
reduction from $1.75 to $150 per day. * Five 
hundred men quit work, and over $10,000 
worth of ice was lost. A strike occurred in 
the department of the Manhattan hardware 
works, New York, three weeks ago, and last- 
ed long enough to entail a loss of $150,000, 
shared by both the company and the labor- 
ers, January 12 the nailers and puddlers of 


the Robinson iron works struck because ot a 
reduction of 15 per cent, and have not yet re- 
sumed work. Four hundred and fifty men are 
out. Five hundred hands were out of em- 
ployment at Woonsocket, R. I., for two weeks 
when the strike occurred in the Melville 
milis, 

January 15 a strike occurred in the rail 
mills at Troy. The 300 men are still out. One 
hundred men and many girls lost their situa- 
tions on the same dav, when the hat firm of 
W. B. Huey & Co. suspended 

The giass lockout at Pittsburg still con- 
tinues. Two thousand men are affected by it. 
Fifteen thousand silk-weavers at Patterson, 
N. J., are threatening to resist a proposed re- 
duction of wages. At Buffalo two days ago 
2,000 men quit work on account of a reduc- 
tion of wages in the sugar factories. Toese 
men represent a loss of $5,000 a day to the 
families in that city and over $4,000 to the 
employers. One thousand mili operatives in 
Somerset, Weymouth, and Bridgewater, 
Mass., are preparing to strike in Case the re- 
duction of 15 per cent, which has been sug- 
gested, shoulda go into effect. 

A notice was posted up in the Bates mills, 
at Lewiston, Me., January 9, ordering a re- 
duction of 5 per cent, which took effect a few 
days afterward. One hundred and thirty-five 
looms were left vacant. Justa week before 
this areduction was ordered in the wages of 
the gingham workers, who had already icst 
15 per cent, and many left their occuparions 
when the second notice appeared. Mr. Bark- 
er, the agent of the mil.s, said at the time 
that the price of ginghams was so low that 
the tnills had to cut down wages or stop work. 
Eighteea bundred workers in KE 8. Higgins & 
Co.’s carpet factories were ont for nine weeks, 
but are pow atqwork. 

The Pennsylvania iron .works suspended 
operations a week before Coristmas, throw- 
ing 1,000 men out of work. The factories 
opengd a few days ago, and all returned. The 
cause of the cessation of labor was a falling 
offin demand. About two thousand hands 
struck on account ofa reduction of twenty-five 
cents a day in the tobacco factories at Peters- 
burg, Virginia. A strike occurred in the 
workshops of the Pacific iron and nail con.- 
pany January 12. There are three hundred 
men and two hundred boys out, and the 
average daily loss to the company and iss 
employes is estimated at $2,000. Shortiy alter 
new year’s the Jobn T. Noyes Sfactory, at 
Buffaio, discharged sixty men, noue of whom 
have, as yet, gone back to work. The Hubbell 
stone works, in the same city and on the same 
day, discharged 400 men, and the Hayes 
stone wo?ks dismissed thirty men. Within a 
week it is expected all the men will be in 
their places egain, as the cause of the dis- 
charge was a lack of work. 

A reduction of 10 per cent has been ordered 
in the iron shops at Andover, Mass., to take 
effect January 21. A reduction of wages has 
also been ordered in the factories of the Oid 
Colony iron works in the same state, and in 
the Sumerset mills. Twenty-one spinners iu 
the Grinnell mills struck January 18 against 
a reduction of 10 percent. They are still out. 
Three hundred engineers in the shops of 
Porter & Bills struck on January 14 against a 
reduction. The men were only outtwo days. 
January 3 six shearsmen connected with 
the rail factories of James I’. Bailey, at 
Pittsburg, struck on account of a notice that 
a reduction of 10 percent would take effect in 
three days. Two hundred men followed$the 
shearsmen, and business is yet at a standstill, 
A strike is in progress at the Mile Kad 
thread works at Passaic, N. J. Tne wazes of 
forty English operatives were cut about three 
weeks avo, and the management sent to 
Rhode Is!and where other Englishmen were 
obtained. Upon the arrival of these all 
hends at the mills struck, and over five hun- 
dred persons are now out of employment, 

Two days ago the Catasqua iron miils, at 
Catasqua, Pennsylvania, were opened, afier 
having been closed three weeks. The mills 
of Stewart & Co., at Easton, Pennsylvania, 
were opened a few days ago, and the 200 men 
who have been un astrike for the past few 
weexs returned to their Jabor. They bad 
fought unsuccessfully against al0 percent 
reduction. Five hundred men who struck 
two weeks ago againsta reduction of 15 per 
cent in the national tube works at McKees- 
port, Pennsylvania, returned on January 14. 
i wenty-five men stopped work a week ago at 
the Scots iron works, Reading, Pa., because 
of a reduction of from 15 to 30 cents @ day. 
The mils are still ranning.. A small strike 
occurred a few weeks ago in the office of the 
Journal and Courier at New Haven. Thirty 
printers left the cases but returned successful 
after having been out three days. A reduc- 
tion ot 10 percent has been ordered in the 
Roebling wire mills at Trenton, N.J. The 
stone masons of Toronto are threatened with 
a 10 per cent reduction. Sieh: 

As a consequence of the late strikes in Mil- 
waukee and the general depression in the iron 
trade 1,000 machinists and iron-workers are 
out of employment in that city. A reduction 
of 10 per cent has been ordered in the Franco- 
nia iron works at Wareham, Mass. The Tre- 
mont iron company, of the same place, has 
already reduced the wages of ifs employes 10 
per cent. A reduction of 10 per cent was 
ordered a week ago by the proprietors of the 
iron companies at Martin’s Ferry, Obio. 
Meetings were held by the men, and the com- 
panies subsequently took down the notices, 
and will continue to pay the asualraies. A 
cut of 10 per cent was recently made in the 
wages of the employes of the Lancaster ging- 
bam mills, at Lancaster, Massachusetts.

The coal and iron regions and the cot- 
ton and woolen mills of New England are the 
most affected at present. During the past 
two weeks itis estimated that not less than 
$1 500,000 was lost to the capitalists and labor- 
ers of the country. 

Paterson, N, J., January 22 —The silk-

AvaveTta, Ga., Jauuary 21, 1884 —-Editors Consti-
